KINDS OF DEFECTS 


There are three kinds of defects of the eyes. 


Where the rays of light come to a focus before they reach the 
retina, that is, where the eyeball is too long, the defect is myopia 
or “nearsightedness.” The eye has a distinct vision of only such 
objects as are near, all distant objects appearing more or less 
indistinct. 


To correct myopia, lenses are needed which carry the focal 
point of the rays of light back to the retina. 


The opposite condition occurs when the eyeball is too short. 
Here the rays of light have not sufficient space to come to a 
focus before reaching the retina, thus causing the focal point to be 
behind the eyeball. 


This defect is termed hyperopia or “farsightedness,” because 
distant objects can be seen more distinctly than those close at 
hand. To correct hyperopia, lenses are needed which shorten the 
focal distance so as to bring the rays to an exact focus on the 
retina. 


Finally, there is the condition known as astigmatism. 
In astig­ 
matism, rays of light entering the eye from different directions 
focus at different distances. For example, the rays in the vertical 
plane may focus properly, while those in the horizontal plane 
cither come to a focus too soon or not soon enough. 
This, is a 
case of simple astigmatism. 


In compound astigmatism, none of the rays focus properly on 
the retina. 


In any form of astigmatism, lenses are required which will 
bring all the rays to an exact fecus on the Retina. 


Not any of these are diseased conditions, but they simply re­ 
sult from the mechanical structure of the eye. An eye may be 
perfectly healthy and yet not be of correct shape to give good 
vision. 


< 
OPTOMETRY 


The defects of the eyes which have just been described are 
termed errors of refraction. 
The science of determining and cor­ 
recting such refractive errors is called Optometry, a new profession, 
recognized by the laws of practically all the states of the Union. 
Those qualified to practice Optometry are known as Optometrists. 


Optometrists receive special training in the structure of the 
eye, in the detection of errors of refraction and in the calculation 
of the formulae far lenses to correct such errors. Only after they 
have satisfactorily completed such training are they authorized 
by law to practice Optometry. 
\ 


In making their examinations, Optometrists put no drugs or 
“drops” into the eyes, but examine them under normal conditions.
